The petition was drawn up 
by Walter P. Caldwell, Esq , of States- 
ville, at the National Hotel in Raleigh, 
without the knowledge of Judge Pear- 
son, and was signed at once by several 
ventlemen of the bar in * on 
the Supreme Court, irrespective of par- 
ty. 


It was a tribute of respect to the Chief 


Justice of North Carolina, and the ex- 
ulted talents and great learning which 
he has exhibited in the administration 
of the law in this State. 

I would thank youto publish the 
above in vindication ef the Chief Jus- 
tice.

Some of the best legal 
State was arrayed 
For the State Hon. W. N. 
H. Smith, Attorney General Hargrove 
and Batchelor, Edwards & Batchelor 
appeared while the defendants were 
represented by Merrimon, Fuller & 
Ashe, Hon. D. G. Fowle, R. C. Badger, 
Esq., and G. V. Strong, Esq. 

Our readers have already been in- 
formed of the fact that the case came 
up upon an appeal by the defendants 
from the decision of Judge Albertson 
sustaining an injunction granted by 
Judge Watts, restraining them from al- 
tering the guage of the North Carolina 
Railread from Greensboro to Charlotte. 
It seems that the discussion was not 
confined to the question as to the alter- 
ation of the guage, put the legality of 
the present lease under which the Rich- 
mond & Danville Railroad holds pos- 
session of the North Carolina Railroad 
was argued. 

The State contended that the lease 
was invalid; that no North Carolina 
Railroad had power, under its charter, to 
make such a lease as this, and in the 
lace that the Richmond & Dan- 

ilroad could not take the lease, 
That it was against the public policy of 
the State for corporations created ia 
other States to acquire, by lease or oth- 
erwise, the franchises or right to run, 
manage or control railroads in this 
State, without the authority of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. That the railroad being 
a public highway for some purposes, 
was one of the public institutions of the 
State, and the State could not permit it 
to pass from under the control and 
management of its own officials and 
into the bands of a foreign corporation 
without the assent of the State author- 
ities expressly given.

the defendants. It had been fixed by 
law, and many of the other ro 
tered and built in this State 
pelled to conform their guage to 
that of the North Carolina Railroad. 


The following is a synopsis of the 
line of argument of the defendants:

1. That under the following sections 
of the charter of the North Carolina 
Railroad Company, the powor to make 
the lease is plain. |

style of ‘The North Carolina Railroad 
Company,’ and by that name shall be 
capable in law and in equity of pur- 
chasing, holdiag, selling, leasing and 
conveying estates, real, personal und 
* * go far as shall be ne- 
cessary for the purposes embraced with- 
in the scope, object and interest of their 
charter and no further, 

“Sec. 25. That the said company may 
purchase, have and hold in fee and for 
a term of years, any land, tenements, or 
hereditaments which may be necessary 
for the said road,” &c. 

“Sec. 18. That the said company 
shall have the exclusive right of con- 
veyance or transportation of persons, 
goods, merchandise and produce over 
the said railroad.” &c. 

“Sec. 19. That the said company may, 
when they see fit, farm out their right of 
tation over said railroad, etc,” 
at section 28 gives power to ob- 
tain all scch property as the object of 
the charter required. That section 6 is 
inserted for some other purpose, and in | gist 
connection with section 26, means, 
among other things, the power of leas- 
ing, necessary to carry out the power of 
farming out their right of transporta-

3. That as the charter of North Car- 
oiinn Railroad Company makes no re- 
striction upon their power to establish 
or change its guage, that power is pro- 
tected by the decision in the Dartmouth 
College case, and further that the State 
had passed no law to forbid the change. 

Such right to change the guage was 
transterred to the Richmond & Danville 
Railroad Company, or, as the North 
Carolina Railroad Company could do 
such work by agent, that as far as this 
part of the lease is concerned they have 
authorized it to be so done by the Rich- 
mond und Dauville Railroad Company. 

4 That it was to the interest of the 
people of North Carolina that facility 
should be given to the country west of 
Greensboro, for the transmission of its 
&c., to the nearest 
markets, and tbat they should not be 
dragged via Raleigh at great ex 

5. That the State of North 
bad no power to maintain this action ; 
it should have been in the name of the 
Attorney General. 

The use of her name

The State gave its consent through its 
regular oflicers—the powers of these of- 
ficers were derived through public laws, 
and they did not exceed their power. 
Practically, therefore, the State’s assent 
were given through public law—and to 
alluw this suit to be maintained would 
be asserting tuat a lease which the State 
authorized could not be accepted, with-

out subjecting the party to indictment 


by the State, which would be an absur- 
ity. 

The matter of the lease was called to 
the notice of the General Assembly of 
1871-72. They declined to take action. 
The matter of the change of guage was 
called to the attention of the General 
Assembly by the Governor in his last 
annual message, and they paid no regard 
thereto. This is an acquiescence on her 
part—and as she gave the Attorney 
General no directions by passing a law 
to direct him to sue, he has exceeded 
his power. 

The action 1s not in behalf of the State, 
but rather at the instance of the Sea- 
board & Roanoke R. R., and against the 
Western part of this State.

THE ELECTION, AUGUST 7TH. 

The election to be held in this State on 
the first Thursday in August, on the con- 
stitutional amendments, is one of vast im- 
portance to our people. 

It involves vital changes in the organic 
law of the State. 

For the inf ormation of voters, we pub- 
lish on our fourth page, and shall keep 
standing until the day of election, the 
clauses in the Constitution proposed to be 
altered, together with the eight amend- 
ments that passed the Legislature by the 
requisite constitutional majority, and 
which are to be submitted to the people for 
approval or rejection, on Thursday, the 
seventh day of August next, 

All the amendments proposed are neces- 
sary and important, and those who favor 
them should not fail to vols. 2 


The adoption ot the proposed amend- 
ments will give us but temporary relief, 
and that from only a portion of our 
grievances. We cannot, therelore, see 
any permanent good that will result 
from the adoption of the amendments. 
It they are voted down. the prospects 
fora Convention will be greatly en - 
hanced, if it be not assured at a day not 
very distant.—Salisbury Watchman. 


This is the first evidence of opposi- 
tion to the amendments we remember 
to have seen in any of our State cotem- 
poraries, of either party. pie 

We think the Watchman is in error’ 
when it says the amendments will give. 
us only temporary relief. 

If the eight amendments propos ed 
are adopted or any of them, they be ; 
come part of the Constitution, and are 
then as permanently fixed in that instru- | 
ment as any other clauses. |. ; 

The relief given is not tempotary, but | 
is as permanent as the fundamental law 
can make it. n 

It is true only a port ion ol the bur- 
dens resting upon the le will be 
removed, but the partial remedy is bet- 
ter than no remedy at all. 

Eighteen amendments were originally 
proposed, but ten of them failed to re- 
ceive the requisite two-thirds majority | 
in the last Legislature, . If the whole 
eighteen had been passed, it would have 
been much better for the State, as all 
the material defects of our organic law 
would have been remedied. zn}. 

Therefore, while we would rejoice 
with the Watchman if all the grievances 
which have been saddled upon out 
people could be lifted from their shoul- 
ders, yet, on the principle of half a loaf 
is better than no loaf, we heartily favor 
the ratification of the eigbt amend- 
mends to be submitted for popular ap- 
proval or rejection in August. 

The Watchman thinks it the amend- 
ments are ratified, it will endanger the- 
prospects fora Conyention.ʃ 

The people in 1871, by a large major- 
ity voted against calting a Conven- 
tion to alter the Constitution. We do 
not believe that there is any probability 
that a Convention will be called in this 
State soon. Indeed there is no earthly 
prospect that one will be called for many 
years. 

The Legislative mode of altering the 
Constitution, although slow and tedious, 
seems to be the only one that promises 
any relief for an indefinite time. 

The call tor the Convention having | 
failed, we are of necessity compelled to 
resort to the Legislature for relief. 

The eight alterations to be voted on 
in August will give some reli¢f, and it 

will be permanent. ‘ 

Accepting the popular verdict ot 1871, 
it is clear that we will never have a 
Convention to change the Constitution 
unless one should be called by the con- 
currence of two-thirds of all 
the members of each House 


of the General Assembly, as 


the present law provides. That 
majority in the Legislature it will be 
exceedingly difficult to obtain. The 
probability of having a Convention 
called in this way is too remote to base 
auy hopes upon. 


| 
For these reasons, we ‘think it the, 


duty of all who favor the amendments. 
upon their merits, to vote for them at 


the polls. We take it that our Salisbury ‘ 


cotemporary is as much in favor of the 
changes proposed as those who will 
support them. We think 
mistaken in not advising its read 
vote for them. 
We say, it we cannot get all the relief 


we want at present, let us take what we 


can get now. We cannot afford to re-

In referring to the amendment to the 
Constitution which proposes to abolish 
the Code Commission, we stated that 
the Commission were still drawing their 
pay, although the code of laws which 
they were appointed to frame had been 

We learn that two of the Commis- 
eioners, W. H. Bailey, Esq., and Judge 
Tourgee have resigned. Mr. Bailey was 
appointed in the place of Victor C. 
Barringer, Esq., who resigned to accept 
an appointment to codify the United 
States laws.

The Legislature attempted to abolish 
the Code Commission, but it being 
created by a Constitutional provision 
the Supreme Court decided that the 
act of abolition was unconstitutional.

A Remuniscence of the War. 

In his Jail Journal John Mitchell 
writes of bellum days, 1862, in Rich- 
mond. Speaking of the organization 
of the Confederate army, let us here 
mention a yery surprising part of his 
history. The officers being elective, 
and the time appointed for the new 
election falling last summer, just when 
the enemy, in overwhelming force, was 
pressing upon Lorktown- on their way 
up the peninsula toward Richmond, the 
elections were held there and then. 
on the lines, in the trenches, in actual 
presence of the enemy. Was there 
ever before an icstance of an army 
changing, by election, the whole body 
of its regimental officers on the very eve 
of battle?

On Tuesday last the saintly Howard, 
feeling some qualms of fear, betook bim- 
self to the office of the Inspector Gene- 
ral of the Army at the War Depart- 
ment at Washington, and meekly reques- 
ted of an officer attached to that branch 
of the service information as to what 
charges he could be tried upon should 
the Department see fit to order a court 
martial.

Crop Prospects IN Evrore.—The 
crop reports from all parts of Europe 
are more satisfactory, and it is now con- 
fidently anticipated that the deficiency 
in England and other countries will be 
less than was regarded as probable a 
month or six weeks ago. In England, 
at the very best, however,the wheat 
harvest, notwithstanding the im proved 
weather, must fall considerably below 
the reduced average of last year, with 
the result of rendering England still 
more dependent on foreign countries for 
food supplies. Yetitis a remarkable 
fact, and one which illustrates the ben- 


eficial operations of the natural laws of 


trade when not interfered with by legis- 
lation; that the arrivals of foreign grain 
are so regu'ar and large that the price 
of wheat is now somewhat lower in 
England than it was a year ago.
